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The Hornet newspaper has thus 
far successfully blocked attempts 
by the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation to illegally seize the State 
Hornet’s taped interview and 
related notes of Manson cult 
follower Sandra Good. 

Shortly after Monday’s FBI 
appearance at the Hornet office, 
the Hornet learned that FBI agents 
may have violated at least one basic 
procedure outlined in the U.S. Jus- 
tice Department guidelines when 
they demanded, without success, 
the tape and related notes from the 
Hornet staff. 

The guidelines apply to all 
federal prosecutors who are seek- 
ing to subpoena films, documents 
or testimony from journalists. 

Specifically the rule states: 
“Negotiations with the media shall 
be pursued in all cases in which a 
subpoena is contemplated. These 
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negotiations should attempt to ac- 
commodate the interests of the trial 
or grand jury with the interests of 
the media.” 

The two FBI agents from the 
Sacramento bureau threatened the 
Hornet with subpoena action when 
Hornet editor Dave Miller refused 
to yield the tapes and notes sought. 

Paul Young, special agent in 
charge of the Sacramento division 
of the FBI, told the Hornet yester- 
day “if there’s a subpoena, it will 
come from the U.S. attorney’s of- 
fice, not us.” 

He said Duane Keyes, U-S. at- 
torney in charge of the case, would 
issue a subpoena “if he thought the 
information is pertinent and it 
wasn't presented on a voluntary 
basis.” 

Young said his office would not 
accept any responsibility for is-

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Live it up-- in the kitchen

Twelve students more than 
could be properly accommoUated 
were accepted into CSUS dor- 
mitories Draper, Jenkins, and 
Foley. The students, all women, 
were assigned kitchens as rooms by 
“clerical error” according to Direc- 
tor of Residence Hall Life John 
Heath. 

The clerical error Heath says, is 
his fault. “I would go over the 
roster every day, then we saw it (the 
error) and it was too late to contact 
anyone.” 

In dealing with the 
problem,Heath said: “We had to 
balance the needs of the people in 
the kitchens against the needs of 
people on that floor.” Floors voted 
on whether they wanted use of the 
kitchens or the study, also 
provided on each floor. In all cases 
kitchen residents ended up in the 
study, many without basic fur- 
niture necessities. The office 
gathered what it could for them. 


“They were all offered refunds 
of their money,” Heath said, “but 
they were stuck with school star- 
ting and no place to go.”

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Story gets comments Feds break their own law 


Yesterday's article regarding 
the FBI's unsuccessful efforts to 
obtain a taped interview of Man- 
son cult follower Sandra Good 
published in last Friday’s State 
Hormet drew various responses 
from several individuals. 

University President James 
Bond declined any comment on the 
issue except to say “I’m really not 
acquainted with all the cir- 
cumstances of the case right now, 
I'd rather not comment.” 

Administrative Vice President 
Darrell Inabnit was unavailable for 
comment. 

“Since Sandra Good has not 
been charged with committing a 
crime,” said Associated Dean of 


Students Shirley Uplinger, “should 
the FBI have the right to demand 
the tape?” 

She said she wondered if the 
FBI was trying “to use the tapes in 
any way to implicate Ms. Good in 
the Lynette Fromme incident.” 

Jim Holden, assistant dean of 
students, questioned whether the 
FBI “didn’t believe the Hornet was 
telling the truth and wanted the 
tape to check up on the Hornet’s 
activities.” 

Associated Students Senator 
Darold Alexander said he was per- 
sonally “in favor of editor Dave 
Miller’s action,” but “I don’t see 
any reason why the tapes shouldn't 
be released if nothing is on it.” 


Reporter talks 
on interview 


Editors note — subsequent to this 
interview, it was agreed that the 
tape in question is Hornet property 
and will not be released to the FBI.

“People may have second 
thoughts about being taped,” said 
the reporter who interviewed San- 
dra Good last week for The State 
Hornet. 

Gus Gallegos was speaking of 
the FBI’s demand for his taped 
conversation with a Manson 
Family member. If the FBI does 


subpoena the tape, Gallegos will 
give it to the bureau. 

“It’s not worth going to jail 
over,” he said. Gallegos’s interview 
was in the Sept. 12 edition of this 
newspaper. It was about Good, the 
Manson Family and Lynette 
Fromme, the woman charged with 
trying to kill President Gerald R. 
Ford. 

Gallegos believes relinquishing 
the tape may leave a mark on his 
confidentiality as a reporter. 
However, he said: “I don’t fee! I'll 
be doing a subject of that 
magnitude for a long time.”

A survey conducted by the Jus- 
tice Department spanning a 26 
month period — from March 1973 
to May 1975 — reveals there has 
been 22 subpoenas issued by U.S. 
attorneys around the United States 
that lacked the required 
authorization of the U.S. attorney 
general. 

The 22 subpoenas were in 
violation of the attorney general’s 
guidelines for federal prosecutors 


secking to subpoena film, 
documents, or testimony from 
journalists. 

According to the 


September/ October 1975 Colum- 
bia Journalism Review, an earlier 
survey of the Justice Department, 
covering the period from the an- 
nounced date of the guidelines in 
August 1970 through February 
1973, revealed that five of 13 news- 
media subpoenas had been issued 
without the attorney general's 
authorization. 

The Review notes in summation 
the Justice Department had been in 
violation of its own guidelines 
governing news media subpoenas 
in 32 of 94 subpoenas mentioned in 
the two surveys, a full third of 
them. 

One section of the guidelines 
states “the use of subpoenas to 
members of news media should, 
except under exigent cir- 
cumstances, be limited to the 
verification of published  in- 
formation and to such surrounding 


cireumstances as relate to the ac- 
curacy of the published material.” 

Thus, the only reason the FBI 
could have for subpoening the 
Hornet tape is to verify the subject 
material, material already 
published by other sources. 

Another section of the 
reguiations require that “the 
government should have un- 
successfully attempted to obtain 
the information from alternative 
non-media sources” prior to the is- 
suance of a news-media subpoena. 

In the case of the Hornet tape 
and notes, the FBI's idea of 
attempting to obtain the material is 
to get everything that everyone has 
on anything possibly relating to 
Sandra Good, who at this date has 
not been charged with any crime 
relating to the alleged attempted 
assasination of President Gerald 
R. Ford. 

There also exists a question of 
whether the FBI's threat of sub- 
poena constitutes negotiation since 
the regulations state “negotiations 
with the media shali be pursued in 
ail cases in which a subpoena is 
contemplated. These negotiations 
should attempt to accommodate 
the interests of the trial or grand 
jury with the interests of the media. 

The interests of the FBI have 
been demonstrated. The FBI wants 
the tape made by Hornet reporter 
Gus Gallegos and the notes taken 
by Hornet Editor Dave Miller ona 
related story. That story dealt with 
the fact that the two Manson 
women, Good and Fromme, had 


taken a class in yoga at CSUS. This 
is relevant material for the grand 
jury? 
Since the FBI accessed student 
records to obtain both Miller’s and 
Gallegos’s home phone number 
and addresses, it could have easily 
obtained the same material at that 
time, if it had not done so already. 

What seems to be occuring in 
this case is a systematic collection 
by the FBI of news material in- 
directly related to the Manson 
women. This could damage the 
abilizy of the news media to cover 
the trial, the ability to provide 
“color” material. 

The question arises of just how 
serious the violation of the Justice 
Department’s own guidelines is. 
These guidelines became law in 
1973 when Attorney General Elliot 
L. Richardson inserted them into 
the Federal Register. Thus when 
justice violated these guidelines, it 
violated the law, a law it created. 

Who are the agents violating the 


law? The U.S. attorneys, men 
selected and confirmed by 
Senators, are lawyers, whose 


“claim to the job lies in their 
substantial political credentials.” 


The Columbia Journalism 
Review goes further: “They re 
lawyers who typically have never 
before served in the government 
and have no plans to ever serve 
again in an appointed post.” Since 
these U.S. attorneys are political 
appointees, their job security lasts 
only until the next administration

UFW wants change in law

Monday, Sept. 15, 600 angry 
farmworkers demanding free and 
fair elections in the fields, marched 
at the Sacramento offices of the 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board at 4433 Florin Road chan- 
ting their protests over the lack of 
secret balloting and the lack of en- 
forcement of the election 
procedures as defined by law. 

So far in the elections the UF W 
has won twenty-four elections to 
the Teamsters fourteen with 
another eleven ranches having 
their votes impounded. Some of 
the largest ranches such as the E & 
J Gallo company had elections that 
are still undecided due to the many 
disputed ballots. 

Describing elections under the 
state’s new farm labor law as “hell 
in the fields,” farm workers union 
president Cesar Chavez called for 
dismissal of Agricultural Labor 
Relations Board general counsel 
Walter Kintz 

Chavez said the law has become 
“a mockery and a farce due to 
biased and incompetent ad- 
ministration by Mr. Kintz.” 

The United Farm Workers of 
America is demanding that all 
ballots be counted immediately at 
farms where ballots were im- 
pounded earlier this month. He 
says the ALRB should certify the 
UFW as bargaining representative 
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at ranches where growers and 
Teamsters have threatened 
workers with violence and 
economic reprisals for par- 
ticipating in elections activities. 
“Not one more election should be 
held until the Board acts on our un- 
fair labor practices charges and the 
climate of fear and intimidation is 
eliminated,” Chavez said. 

Chavez said Kintz violated 
ALRB regulations by “making a 
back room deal with the growers” 
that resulted in the impounding of 
thousands of farm worker ballots, 
mainly in the Salinas Valley. The 
Western Growers Association 
(WGA) obtained a court order to 
halt the counting of ballots just as 
the first elections started. Kintz 
could have successfully appealed 
the ruling to the state Supreme 
Court, but instead agreed with the 
growers to impound the ballots 
Kintz and the WGA acted without 
consulting the UF'W 

“The regulations p, hibit any 
Board agent from entering into ex- 
parte agreements and provides for 
the dismissal of agents who violate 
the rules,” Chavez said. “In effect, 
Mr. Kintz has accomplished for the

Incompetence (consistently 
failing performance) is immoral 
No one is perfect or infallible but 
within reason it is right to require 
honesty and competence 

Success is the attainment of 
competence, authentic self-esteem, 
and the genuine respect and ad- 
miration of others, A person of

ability and ambition committed to 
rational ethical-moral principles in 
love with his own life is virtuous. 
Everyone isa person of ability and 
everyone can be a success 

A competent person is naturally 
honest and open, and rationally ex- 
pects reciprocation. Every person 
wants to work in the company of 
admirable peopie, which is earned 
by being an admirable person 
Competent and honest work ts 
universally admirable. It is im- 
moral to seek to get or to give 
something for nothing. Equating 
strength with dishonesty is_ir- 
rational and subhuman. Deception 
is not a tool of the competent but a 
weapon of the criminal. Fight the 
criminal learn from the 
competent 

Competition improves people 
when honest, and corrupts them 
when dishonest. The constant com- 
parisons, cooperation, and com- 
munication enable people to im- 
prove and to develop the state-ol- 
the-art; however, be aware of the 
criminal competitor. Criminals 
must be punished justly and 
without mercy. Mercy is a device 
invented by criminals to escape jus- 
tice 

The initiation of physical force 
is immoral! but retaliation (justice) 
is a moral imperative. Free people, 
in order to remain free, must 
develop and maintain strong 
retaliation forces to deter those 
who would initiate the use of 
physical force as a means toan end 
Rational people are morally 
obligated to go to war in self- 


defense. 

People of low self-esteem are 
dishonest, incompetent, criminal, 
and are parasites on the production 
of others using endlessly varying 
schemes. A person of authentic 
self-esteem accepts full res- 
ponsibility for his own life. His 
credo is that of a rational trader, re- 
quiring full reciprocation, value for 
value, in ali things, material and 
spiritual 

The Objectivist Trader holds 
that it is right (moral) to seek or 
grant only the deserved and 
earned. If one takes more or gives 
less than is deserved and earned, 
then one is dishonest (a “killer™). If 
one takes less or gives more than ts 
deserved and earned, then one is 
gullible (a “sucker™).

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Con'd from from page 
suing subpoenas and that Keyes 
would have to make the decision. 

“I don’t want any kind of a 
problem; we have a job to do and 
that’s that,” he said. 

Questioned yesterday by the 
Hornet on whether he would issue 
a subpoena for the tape and related 
notes, Keyes said “I don’t know at 
this time; we're still reviewing the 
ease.” 

He said a final decision on the 
subpoena would be made shortly. 

Keyes declined any further 
comment. 

The interview with Good, by 
Hornet writer Gus Gallegos last 
Friday, was marked by frequent 
references to her cult leader 
Charles Manson, convicted killer 
of actress Sharon Tate and six 
others. 

Primarily a repetition of many 
of her previous statements, the ar- 
ticle outlined the connection 
between Manson and severa! of his 
followers. 

The article, and a related one, 
also focused on the CSUS activities 
of Good and Fromme, who 
attended an alternative education 
Kudalini yoga class here last

The agents can learn but one 
thing from the tape that they may 
have failed to grasp in The State 
Hornet, Gallegos says:

Their ultimate goal is to run for 
elected office or be nominated fora 
federal judgeship. Thus their 
immediate need is to m2be a name 
for themselves. 

Where does this leave the 
Hornet? Right in the middle of a 
proverbial hornets’ nest. Legal 
defense could be expensive and a 

yntempt citation would cripple 
the ability of the Hornet to cover 
news. In a past case, the Boston 
Globe spent more than $35,000 to 
defend one of it's reporters. 

The next move is up to the U.S. 
attorney's office. It remains to be 
seen whether proper authorization 
will be obtained from the U.S. at- 
torney general's office to subpoena 
the Hornet tape and notes.
